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SUMMARY. OF EVENTS 
~ OF THE PAST WEEK: 


; CANADIAN 

The price of wheat at the_ beginning 
of the week was $1.5444: C.P.R. stock 
was standing at 144%. 

In’answer to Mr. Mackenzie King’s 
statements that he would not be rush- 
ed into an election, Mr. Meighen, the 
leader of the opposition, has issued a 
statement that it is the accepted tra- 
dition in Canada that~an_ election 
shall be held after four sessions of 
parliament, and he challenges the 
government to face an appeal to the 
people. No definite announcement, 
however, has yet been made. 

A new type .of train was tried on 


“the G.N.R. line at Peterboro in On- 


tario in which the motive power was 
an oil fuel engine connected to an 
electric generator. The train of two 
coaches obtained a speed of 50 miles 
aw hour. Its fuel costs were only two 
cenfs per mile against 20 to 26 cents 
the cost of a steam train. 

The situation at the Drumheller 
coal mines remains quiet though only 
a limited number of mines are work- 
ing, with emall gangs of men. The 
police are still keeping 4 watchful eye 
on the situation. The handling of this 
crisis is an excellent illustration of 
effective preparation beforehand. The 
police had a supply of tear bombs and 
a machine gun all ready in case of 
violence and the knowledge of thie 
fact put a complete stop to any ten- 
dencies on the part .of the strikers 
to take the law into their own hands. 

It appears that the Ontario liquor 
Jaw providing for the sale of 4.4 per 
cent beer is not regarded as a success 
by any party, and an amendment be- 
fore long is probable. : 

The Yukon territory has voted for 

the’sale of beer by a considerable ma- 
jority. 
* The city of Vancouver will issue 
notices throughout the prairie. prov- 
inces and B.C. that men coming into 
the city for the winter will not re- 
ceive the usual relief work pay. Only 
those who have been in the city for 
six months continuously will gét this 
pay in the coming winter. 

The Canadian Bar Association 
meeting in Winnipeg took special no- 
tice of the increase of crime through- 
out Canada. Among its recommenda- 
tions was one for the use of the strap 
on youthful offenders and automobile 
thieves. 

Medicine Hat provincial by-election 
yote will take place on September 29. 

It has been arranged between the 
United States and Canada that Cana- 
dians returning from abroad through 
New York will not have to pass 
through Ellis Island but will receive 
their Janding authority from U.S. of- 
ficlals on board the ships before 
reaching New York. This will be a 
great convenience to Canadians in 
view of the notorious hardships and 
unpleasantnesses of Ellis Island. 

Further serious fires have taken 
place in Montreal. 

It ig announced that the past year 
hae been the best in the history of 
the Canadian National Railway sys- 
tem so far as net profits are concern- 
ed. This result, in view of the de- 
pression in trade prevailing, is con- 
sidered to be a further indication of 
the improvement of the eystem under 
Sir Henry Thornton’s management. 

Baker and Sowash, who were con- 
demned to execution for the murder 
of Captain Gillis of the rum-running 
schooner Bery! G off the B.C. coast, 
have been granted a reprieve until 
November 4 next to allow of the hear- 
ing of their appeal. 

The east-end branch of the Bank of 
Commerce at Vancouver was entered 
by a robber who forced the manager 
and staff into the vault and was pre- 
paring to loot the bank when the 
manager dashed out of the vault and 
shut the robber in, where he was 
duly captured by the police. He ia 
thought to have been implicated in 
other robberies. 

Alberta and Ontario are to co-oper- 
ate in order to try to arrange witl 
the C.N.R. for further shipments of 
Alberta coal at the special rate tc 
Ontario. The U.S. coal strike makes 
this of more importance than ever. 

Prairie ecale freight rates are to bo 
introduced by the C.P.R. on the Peace 
River Railway from September 10. 
Grain and flour are to have Crow's 
Nest agreement rates and passenger 
fares are also to be reduced. 

Threshing is general in Southern 
Alberta. Crop yields are fair to good 
but grades are tow. 

Robberies by gangs of men took 
place in nine different towns of Mani- 
toba last week. 


BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


Very serious news comes from Ire: 
land in the form of an anticipation 
of the decision of the boundary com- 
mission set up to determine the ‘boun. 
dary between Northern Ireland and 
the Free State. According to this 
anticipation considerable sections of 


Northern Ireland's territory, includ. 
ing the town of Newry, are to be 
awarded to the Free State. If this 


is correct, it is likely to mean trouble 
for Northern Ireland has never recog: 
nized the commission and has always 
declared that it would not surrender 
any territory, and certainly not the 
town of Newry. A very small section 
of Donegal is said to be awarded to 
Northern Ireland. One of the North. 
ern Irish government ministers has al- 
ready announced that if such an award 
is made, Northern Ireland will resist 
it. The position of Great Britain will 
become most difficult in such a case, 
since public opinion would be most 
unlikely to consent to force being 
used against Northern Ireland, even 
if the government were willing to use 
it. There has been some talk of a 
final meeting between the premiers of 
the two Irish governments to try to 
settle the question by agreement, but 
neither of them may be allowed by

The indications are that the British 
labor .extremists are gaining ground 
against the more moderate men. The 
trial of strength is likely to take place 
at the trade union conference in Scar- 
boro this month. The extremista are 
demanding that a labor army with a 
general staff shall be formed to take 
action on behalf ofthe labor party, 
whenever occasion demands. This is 
a revival of the direct action which 
came into existence immediately after 
the close of the Great. War and which 
on at least one occasion paralyzed the 
action of the British government. 
Some of the Labor M.P.’s are denounc- 
ing A. J. Cook, the head of the ex- 
tremists, as ‘having lost his head and 
become purely mischievous, . There 
have been some strikes amongst sea- 
port workers and seamen in Britain 
but they have not been serious, while 
on the other hand in iAustralia the 
whole shipping of the country is in 
a state of constant disorganization 
through the recurrent strikes of the 
seamen’s unions, which appear quite 
unwilling to observe any agreement 
which they may make and pay no at- 
tention to the orders of the arbitra- 
tion courts. A étrike'of seamen has 
also taken place in South Africa. 

Latest news is that the seamen’s 
strike in Britain is extending and may 
affect the sailings of the Atlantic pas- 
senger lines, ‘ 

‘An agreement has_ been ‘reached 
provisionally between Great Britain 
and France for the payment of the 
French war debt to Great Britain by 
instalments of 12 and a half million 
pounds sterling each year for the next 
62 years. This fe a much more gen- 
erous settlement on Great Britain’s 
part than she herself got from the 
United States. The new agreement is 
thought to be conditional on the Unit- 
ed States giving equally generous 
terms to France. Some serious fault 
has been found in Great Britain with 
the proposed settlement but on the 
whole it appears to be récognized as 
perhaps the best that could be got. 

Lord Plumer, one of the most suc- 
cessful of the British generals in the 
late war, has entered Jerusalem as 
British ‘high commissioner for Pales- 
tine. He succeeds Sir Herbert Samuel, 
who was suspected by the Arabs of 
the country of favoring the Jews, 
since he himself was a Jew. Il feel- 
ing between the Jews and the Arabs 
in Palestine is still running very high. 
and only the presence of British and 
native police and troops keeps peace. 

The Prince of Wales has secured a 
50-million dollar contract for British 
firms in Beunos Aires, the capital of 
the Argentine, for the building of two 
tube railways in the city. All the ma- 
terial will be manufactured in Great 
Britain. 

It is announced that Great Britain 
will at once resume diplomatic rela- 
tions with’ Mexico. Great Britain 
broke off diplomatic relations with 
Mexico some time ago and ‘hae not 
resumed them owing to the unsettled 
state of the country and the refusal 
of the Mexican government fo protect 
the lives and property of British sub- 
jects in the country. 


: FOREIGN 


The death is announced of Conrad 
von Hoetzendorf, who was chief of 
the general staff of the Austrian army 
for some years before and during the 
Great War, and commanded the army 
on the Italian front towards the end 
of the war. He was a trypical aristo- 
cratic soldier of the old order, who 
thought of everything in terms of mil- 
itary advantage to Austria. He seems 
to have foreseen the coming of the 
war and to have anticipated to some 
extent at any rate what the result 
would be. He failed to co-operate 
heartily with the German staff, whose 
arrogance towards Austria he greatly 
resented. Although he _ failed to 
achieve-any considerable successes in 
the war, it seems that his failure was 
due not so much to his own incapa 
ity as to that of his colleagues and to 
the lack of co-operation with the Ger- 
mans. 

‘In China the situation does not seem 
to have changed appreciably in the 
last week. At Canton there is still 
the gravest tension, and at Shanghai 
a Chinese mob of dock workers at- 
atcked a prison in which some of 
their fellows were imprisoned. The 
Chinese police drove back the crowd 
with rifle fire, which killed two and 
wounded others. Eight British mis- 
sionaries were captured by bandits 
but according to the last reports they 
have been released. Nevertheless. 
the interior of the country is very 
precarious. In Mongolia the govern- 
ment are proposing to expel a party 
of United States naturalists on the 
ground that they are carrying arms, 
but this is a mere quibble. No definite 
policy has yet been made plain by the 
British government or other powers. 

There are said to be 16,000 Ger. 
mans now ‘fighting in the French for- 
eign legion in Africa. The fighting in 
Morocco has gone definitely in favor 
of the French but the great heat has 
handicapped the French soldiers bad- 
ly. 
In Syria also there has been con- 
iinued fighting between the French 
and the Arab tribesmen, which does 
not appear to have gone at all too 
well for the French, but they will no 
doubt restore order in due course. tA 
French dreadnaught has been sent to 
the Syrian coast to support the gov- 
ernment there. Much excitement and 
tension are reported from Damaécus. 


The final evacuation of the Ruhr 
by the French resulted im scenes 
which showed that there ‘had been 


much friendly relationship between 
French and Germans’ individually, 
whatever the relations of their gov- 
ernments. 

France and her allies have given 
an invitation which has been accepted 
provisionally by Germany for the lat- 
ter to join in a general conference to 
settle all outstanding questions be- 
tween them and to try to arrive at a 
treaty of permanent peace in Europe. 
Experts in international law are to 
meet in London in a sort of prelimin- 
ary conference as to legal points in

THE ZEEBRUGGE FILM 
AT THE REX THEATRE 


This very fine picture, which was 
shown at the Rex Theatre on Monday 
and yesterday evenings and will be 
shown again this evening, is one of 
the best pictures which Red Deer has 
had for a very long time. It is also 
a picture which stands being seen 
more than once, which is a ‘hard test 
for any picture to pass. Battle scenes 
are necessarily hard to film and most 
of all a battle fought at night, as this 
one was. Yet the difficulty has been 
got over well, and the actual atmos 
phere of the battle, with its smoke 
and darkness lit by star shells, flares, 
gunfire and the beame of searchlights, 
ig admirably suggested. The sea 
scenes are beautiful, as sea pictures 
almost alwaye are. The sinking of 
the British steamer by the German 
submarine is almost ‘the most poig- 
nant scene of the whole, there being 
something hard to express ‘but mov- 
ing to a degree in the sight of the 
great ship slowly plunging beneath 
the ocean. The repeated showing of 
the harbor and the moles in the course 
of the film impresses the topography 
of the fight in the spectator whilé the 
“Vindictive’ on coming alongside the 
mole with her upper works showing 
over the top of the parapet and the 
glare of bursting shells and flares 
lighting her up against the dark back- 
ground, is most effective. Perhaps 
the sinking of the blockships is a lit- 
tle disappointing, but it would have 
been well nigh past the ingenuity of 
photography to depict exactly the in- 
ferno which raged around those ehips 
as they made for their desination. 
On the other hand, the blowing up of 
the viaduct by the submarine is ex- 
cellently done, as is also the ‘heroic 
attempt by the two naval officers to 
secure the “Irie” grapnels on the wall 
of the mole. The final disappearance 
of the “Vindictive” in the smoke and 
the darkness with her flag still flying, 
is shown very much as the Germand 
must have seen it, and there is a fine 
touch of poetic imagination about the 
shadowy figure of Nelson, greatest of 
British admirals, at the end of the 
picture, as though in spirit’ he had 
been present at an exploit which 
would have been after his own heart. 
Altogether it is a really first-class 
film and deservee all that has been 
said about it. If there were more 
such films, there would be no excuse 
for the fault that is sometimes found 
with the tone of the moving picture 
world. Those who have not yet been 
to the picture would be wise to go 
thie evening.

NATURE NOTES — 


It seems that the game protection 
policy of the ‘Canadian government 
and the continued increase of the cul- 


tivated area of Canada are each hav- 
ing their effect on the wild life. The 
draining of the land which results 
from cultivation, road making and 
other civilizing activities, has led to 
the disappearance of many of the 
sloughs, and that in ite turn has re- 
duced the numbers of wild ducks in 
the country. It is unlikely that West- 
ern Canada will ever again have the 
huge numbers of ducks coming and 
going within its limits that it once 
had. Sportsmen have no doubt play- 
ed a part in reducing the numbers, 
but looking to the increase in the 
quantity of other game it seems that 
the decrease in the water areas is the 
main factor. Game generally is cer- 
tainly on the increase, thanks to the 
game laws and their fairly efficient 
observance and enforcement. The 
antelope are .practically gone from 
the southern prairies except for the 
herd fortunately secured and provid- 
od with a reserve on the analogy of

the buffalo, but deer, moose and 
other wild animals are gaining in 
numbers, which most people will be 
glad to hear. The moose in particu- 
lar would be a real loss if he were 
allowed to become anything like ex- 
tinct. He is a splendid lordly feHow, 
and there must be many people whose 
sympathies when a moose hunting ex- 
pedition is organized are wholly with 
the moose. 

Another change wrought by the set- 
tlement and civilization of the coun- 
try is the increase of insects of many 
kinds, an increase which is neither 
beneficial nor welcome in most cases. 
The insects have their own enemies, 
many of the bird order which have 
come into the country with civiliza- 
tion, but there always seems to be a 
controversy going on as to whether 
the good done by these birds in de- 
stroying grubs and insects is equival- 
ent to the harm they do by destroying 
fruit, grain, other birds’ eggs and so 


on. Crows come in for a good deal 
of this controversy and latterly have 
been vigorously persecuted, with 


what is quite doubtful wisdom. So 
the fierce cruel struggle of nature, 
“red in tooth and claw,” gees on un- 
endingly, and man’s intervention is 
only an incident in its cource. 


INDIAN NEMS 


IN RED DEER 


Dr. W. J. Wintemberg, of the Vic- 
toria Memorial Museum staff, Ottawa, 
was a visitor to Red Deer last week. 
The doctor ‘is interested in old In- 
dian customs and antiquities and is 
making a trip through the prairie 
provinces collecting specimens of na- 
tive ornaments, 


ested in the stone, bone and other 
weapons and implements made. and 
used by the old inhabitants of this 
country. He is endeavoring to locate 
some of the old Indian camp sites. 
Considerable work has been done in 
Eastern Canada during the last few 
years investigating old Indian village 
sites. Many interesting discoverics’ 
have been made relating to the cus- 
toms and history of ancient eastern 
tribes. 

During the doctor’s short stay here, 
a visit was paid to the old Indian 
burial ground in the Roman Catholic 
Church grounds in North Red Deer. 
A short time was also spent in Mr. 
Fred Krause’s gardens on Michener 
Hill. It was known that stone arrow- 
heads had been found here and the 
doctor soon collected from amongst 
the well-kept rows of cabbages and 
other vegetables a handful of stone 
chips and fragments dropped and dia- 
carded by some ancient hunter as he 
chipped out a spear point or arrow- 
head—mute evidence of human life 
and industry long before the whit- 
man Came. 

The doctor would be glad to hear 
of any interesting finds along these 
lines made-in this district. Informa- 
tion could be sent to Mrs. ‘H. W. Pam- 
ely, secretary-treasurer of the Alberta 
Natural History Society, Red Deer. . 

The doctor’s next stopping place is 
Rumsey. It is reported that on a hill- 
side near that place there is a large 
human figure cutlined with boulders 
—the work of old Indian residents. 


AN APPLE A DAY 


Eat more fruit and keep your skin 
clear would perhaps be an apt slogan 
for Canadian fruit growers to adopt. 
In this connection possibly no fruit 
would better fill the bill than apples, 
of which a bulletin issued by the fruit 
branch of the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Ottawa, entitled “Canadian- 
Grown Apples,” says: “From a diet- 
etic standpoint the most important 
function of the apple is that of fur- 
nishing mineral salts and _ organic 
acids; but it has an. important nu- 
tritive value as well, furnished by the 
carbohydrates ‘present. As the fruit 
ripens starch changes to sugar. The 
apple has a medicinal value also, es- 
pecially if eaten at the beginning of 
a meal or between meals.” The bul- 
letin further remarks that no house- 
wife should be without a box or barrel 
of Canadian-grown apples and then 
proceeds to give a list of the varieties 
that shauld be used at different times 
as follows: 

September — Duchess, Alexander, 
Maiden’s Blush, Lawrence and similar 
varieties. 

October, ‘November, ‘December— 
Gravenstein, Wealthy, Hubbardson, 
McIntosh Red, Fameuse, Blenheim, 
Ribston and similar varieties. 

January, February—Baldwin, King, 
Wagener, Greening, Seek, Peewaukee, 
Ontario, Jonathan, Yellow Newton 
and similar varieties. 

March, April, ‘May—Spy, Golden 
Russet, Ben Davis, Stark, Fallawater, 
Roxbury Russet, Spitzbergen, Rome 
Beawty and similar varieties.

CRICKET 


THE ENGLISH CRICKET SEASON 


The English cricket season is prac- 
tically over, and once again Yorkshire 
are the champion county. They have 
won on their merits, being certainly 
the soundest side in the country even 
if they are not so attractive or bril- 
liant a side as they ‘have been in the 
past. .So far as the batting side of 
the season is concerned, Hobbs of 
Surrey has been the outstanding fig- 
ure. Not only has he beaten W. G. 
Grace’s record of 126 centuries in 
first-class cricket but he has outshone 


tall his competitors by the brilliance 


and consistency of his play. If he is 
in as good form when the Austral- 
jans play in England next year, it 
should be of vast help towards re- 
gaining the lost “ashes” of cricket 
for England. Hobbes attained another 
honor which must be unique for an 
English cricketer in the shape of a 
leading article: all to himself in thr 
Calgary “Herald,” a striking illustra- 
tion of the growth of cricket in inter- 
est and popularity in Western Canada. 
Of other outstanding batsmen Hend- 
ren of Middlesex probably comes next 
to Hobbs. He has scored over 200 in 
an innings twice in this season and 
been very consistent all along. The 
finest individual innings of the sea- 
son was that of Holmes of Yorkshire, 
who scored 315 not out for Yorkshire 
against Middlesex at Lords, thus 
breaking a record which had lasted 
for over 100 years for the highest 
score at that famous ground. 

Of the bowlers, Tate of Sussex re- 
mains the outstanding English bowler 
and as he is a fine batsman as well, 
he may he reckoned the best  all- 
around cricketer in England at the 
present time. Macdonald, the fam- 
ous Australian fast bowler, who now 
plays for Lancashire as a professional, 
did some fine performances but at 
times was quite ineffective. Parkin, 
also of Lancashire, is still one of the 
best bowlers in England but his fool- 
ish public criticism of the English 
captain in last year’s test matches 
against South Africa has made it al- 
most certain that he will never again 
be asked to play for England. 

Some remarkable matches have 
made this season notable. Thus Mid- 
dlesex were set to make 502 to win 
against Notts and lost four wickets 
for about 80 runs, yet they made the 
runs and won the match with four 
wickets to spare. Again Kent were 
put out by Warwickshire in their first 
innings for 42 runs and set to make 
well over 300 to win in their second 
innings, and did it fairly easily. 


No very remarkable new players 
have come on the scene, but K. S. 
Dulcepsinjhi, a nephew of the great 


Indian batsman, Ranjitsinjhi, 
likely to he almost as good as his 
uncle, and several other university 
boys such as Dawson of Cambridge 
and Holmes of Oxford look like be- 
coming really first-class men. 

An unusually iarge number of 
matches were won and lost this sea- 
son, the drawn games being distinctly 
fewer, although the fine weather of 
the summer made big scores on good- 
wickets very common. A curious 
match was that between Lancashire 
and Surrey at the Oval in July, when 
on a perfect wicket two strong sides 
failed in both their innings to reach 
200. Surrey won by over 100 runs, 
getting Lancashire out for about 88 
runs in the last innings. 

The general order of the counties 
in the championship table has remain- 
ed much the same as in the last few 
years. Yorkshire, Surrey, Lancashire, 
Middlesex, Notts and Kent form a 
group at the top, and after them come 
the rest, distinctly weaker, with 
Glamorgan at.the bottom. Northamp- 
ton have done quite well and have 
been about the best of the second 
group of contenders,

[NOTB: In: the public, prees last week 
it was: announced: that the, French 
troops ‘had* evacuated the city of 
Dusseldorf in the Ruhr, which they 
thad held since January of 1923, The 
evacuation may make of ‘interest 
the following account of the events 
of Sunday, September 30, 1923. The 
editor: of “The News” was in the 
Ruhr on that: day,:a few miles from 
Dusseldorf, and was in the city it- 
self two days later. The account 
there given is- derived from conver- 
sations with eye witnesses, British 
‘and French. The general story has 
been told in different periodicale 
and newspapers long ago, but it is 

\ believed that certain of the inci- 
dents thave not previously been 
made public. Owing to the source 
from which they were derived, ‘it 
has been inadvisable to publish them 
as long as the French were étill in 
the city.] 


When the French and Belgian 
armies occupied the Ruhr in January, 
1923, Dusseldorf became the French 
headquarters and was extremely 
strongly held. @rench troops were 
to be seen everywhere in the city 
The headquarters etaff were located 
in two large buildings standing close 
to the streets named the Hinderburg 
Wall and the Ludendorf Strasse, 
which form really one _ long street. 
Close by and parallel runs the Koe- 
nige Allee, or King Street, these be- 
ing among the main streets of the 
city, which is one of about 350,000 
people. On the Ludendorf Strasse 
stand two statues, one of the Emperor 
William I., who was proclaimed em- 
porer of Germany at Versailles in 
1871 in the hour of Germany’s great 
victory over France. The other statue 
is of Moltke, ‘the great German sol- 
dier, who commanded the German 
armies in the victorious wars of 1864 
against Denmark, 1866 against Aus- 
tria, and 1870-71 against France. This 
statue is a particularly fine one, and 
on its pedestal ft carries, one on each 
side, the names of Moltke’s greatest 
victories, Koenigratz, Metz, Sedan, 
Paris. : 

If these statuee had possessed life, 
they could have both seen and heard 
constantly the French troops coming 
and going to and from the theadquar- 
ters a short way up the street. They 
could have seen the strong head- 
quarters guarde changing each day, 
and heard the triumphant notes of 
their trumpets, which always accom- 
panied their marching through the 
street, and if it is possible to imagine 
a statue possessing a soul, it is easy 
to realize how bitter to the soul of 
the great German field-mashal must 
have been what went on under his 
eyes in the city during the French 
occupation. 

In additio: to the French there 
were a ‘ow Belgian troops in and 
near to the city and a emall British 
army rvission, consisting of a few of- 
ficers «nd inen who were in Dussel- 
dorf to watch what went’ on and keep 
the British army of occupation at 
Cologne and the British government, 
in touch with the situation. Some of 
the troops were Dilleted about the 
city, and it was the Dilletting of one 
of these in a room exactly alongside 
the Moltke statue in the Ludendorf 
Strasse that was responsible for some 
at least of ‘the following incidents 
reaching the knowledge of the pres- 
ent writer. 

.The French ruled the city with a 
stern hand, and the lot of the Ger- 
mans was not an enjoyable one. When 
the general strike of the Ruhr work- 
ers took place in protest against the 
French occupation, and «as a result 
business failed, food and coal grew 
scarce, the German money became 
daily more valueless and conditions 
generally went from bad to worse, 
Dusseldorf suffered with the rest of 
the Ruhr. The French regulations did 
not encourage Germans to be in the 
streets after dark, and there was little 
but military traflic in the streets at 
night, though the city lights were kept 
blazing to their full extent. It was 
on a night of August, hot and still, 
that a certain British representative 
—and not all such wore uniform in 
spite of their official capacity—was 
sitting at the unlighted window of his 
billet opposite the Moltke statue when 
he saw an old man come walking 
slowly and with a slight limp down 
the street towards him. He was a 
tall, thin old man, very dignified and 
upright, and obviously a Frenchman 
of that aristocratic type which does 
not now greatly obtrude itself in re- 
publican France. When he _ came 
under the window of the British 
watcher and directly opposife tle 
statue of Moltke, he stopped end fac- 
ed the statue. Then leaving the pave- 
ment he walked into the road towards 
it until he was standing close below 
it, when he began to talk aloud and 
to talk to the statue. The streets 
were absolutely empty and unnaturai- 
ly etill, The Ludendorf Strasse is 
not a wide street, and the old man’s 
words could be heard quite distinctly 
by the listener in the window above 
him. It was a strange enough scene 
and would have seemed merely ludic- 
rous but the atmosphere of Dussel- 
dorf and the Ruhr generally at the 
time was so strange and unnatural 
that this one-sided conversation be- 
tween the solitary old Frenchman and 
the bronze field-marshal seemed al- 
most in keeping with the whole situa- 
tion. In the weeks that followed the 
Britisher was often to watch the 
scene repeated, but on this first oc- 
casion its novelty impressed him 6o 
much that the words spoken stuck 
fast in his memory. In effect this was 
what the old man said: ‘“Field-mar- 
shal Count von Moltke, do you re- 
member me?” He stopped for a nfo- 
ment as if he expected the statue to 
answer. Then he went on: “Do you 
remember the day of Worth? I was 
there. - Do you remember Sedan? 1 
wae there. [Worth and Sedan, it may 
be recalled, were two of the great 
German victories in 1870.] I left my 
brother there, my only brother, mor- 
tally wounded and dying but still urg- 
ing me not to surrender with the em- 
peror but to escape and join the new 
armies France was raising. I escaped. 
Do you remember Le Bourget and a 
young officer who was taken prisoner 
there and brought before you for in- 
terrogation? Do you remember how 
he refueed to answer your questions 
and told you that the day of retribu- 
tion‘would come? That was I. My 
only brother I left at Sedan, as 
I have told you. My two sons died in 
this war, one at Charleroi In the first 
days of defeat, the other at Rheims 
in the last days of victory. 1 have 
lived and the hour of retribution hae 
come, How do you think your Gen 


mans look under the ‘heel. of France? 
Do you not love to hear our bugles 
singing in your streets, and our cav- 
alry clattering over your cobble- 
stones? You will have to hear them 
for a long time still. Perhaps you will 
always have to hear them. We are 
trying to «arrange that privilege for 
you, even if it cauees some trifling in- 
convenience for your friends here. I 


shall come and tell you from time to. 


time how our arrangements go. I am 
sure you will like to know. Mean- 


.while, au revoir, field-marshal, and 


pleasant thoughts to you through the 
night.” 

He raised his stick in a marching 
ealute and turned to go. As he did 
80, & French patrol came into the 
street from the direction of the Koe- 
nigsallee, and they challenged the old 
man. He waited for them to come up 
and one of them, in execrable Ger- 
man and the roughest of tones, asked 
him who he was and what he was 
doing in the streets at that hour. The 
old man took from ‘hie breast pocket 
& paper of some sort and handed it 
to the soldier without a word. The 
man snatched it from him and, hold- 
ing it towards the light of a street 
lamp, looked at it. At once his whole 
bearing changed. He came stiffly to 
attention and handed back the paper 
to the old man with a humble “Par- 
don.” His fellows followed hie ex- 
ample and as the old man turned to 
go, they presented arms to him. He 
acknowledged the salute gravely and 
slowly walked away in the direction 
of the French headquarters. 

From that time onwards the Brit- 
{sher in hie billet saw the old man 
frequently. He used to come limping 
down the street, stand in front of the 
statue and talk to it, telling it all 
about what was going on in the Ruhr 
and Germany generally, and what 
misery prevailed there, and evident- 
ly taking a keen pleasure in what he 
had to tell. That he was mad was 
clear. How dangeroue his madness 
was became plain Jater on. 

September passed in deepening 
wretchedness in Dusseldorf and the 
Ruhr. At length came the thirtieth 
day of the month, a Sunday, warm, 
sunny and beautiful. Dusseldorf 
awoke that day knowing that it might 
be an anxious and troubled one. A 
great meeting of Separatists had been 
announced for the day in the city. 
The Separatists were the men who 
were working fer the setting up of a 
Rhineland republic, separate from 
the rest of Germany and more or less 
dependent on France. They were 
only a small minority of the people, 
and undoubtedly were closely in 
touch with the French authorities. 
The meeting was awaited in the city 
with a mixture of curiosity, hatred 
and fear, and all over the occupied 
area trouble was expected to result 
from it. 

Barly in the day the Separatists 
began to arrive in the city by special 
trains from all over the Rhineland, 
and their appearance was not impres 
sive. For the most part they were 
undoubtedly drawn from the lowest 
and least reputable sections of the 
people. Some of them, not many, 
carried revolvers. Others were arm- 
ed with bludgeons made of lead pip- 
ing with a rubber handle, and others 
carried ‘heavy sticks. They marched 
from the station to the Ludendorf 
Strasse, and there the meeting began. 
All up and down the street speakers 
got up on small stools or tables or 
on any place of vantage including 
the pedestals of the statues, and be- 
gan to address the crowds. ‘What 
they said was simply treason to the 
average German, for they were ad 
vocating the setting up of the separ- 
ate Rhineland republic. They were 
speaking to a crowd composed large- 
ly of their own adherents, since not 
many of the ordinary people of the 
city came to the meeting, and the 
speeches were therefore received 
with cheers and approval. 

A certain number of police were 
present, the “blue” police as they 
were called, being the local unarmed 
city police whom the French had al- 
lowed to continue on duty in the city 
They were very few and evidently did 
not feel that they could interfere with 
the meeting. All up and down the 
street at the windows and on the bal- 
conies of the houses spectators were 
standing and watching, amongst them 
being some British officers and many 
ladies. At the window of his billet 
opposite the Moltke statue the Brit- 
isher already referred to was looking 
on. It is not clear how the trouble 
began, but it seems that portione of 
the crowd began to adopt a hostile 
attitude towards the “blue” police, to 
cast ugly looks and uglier words at 
them and to jostle them about. In 
any event, a shot was suddenly fired 
and a policeman dropped to the 
ground. iAt once there was confusion 
in the crowd, some who were near the 
place trying to get away, as if they 
feared more shots, while others push- 
ed towarde the place to see just what 
had happened. There came more re- 
volver shots, and the turmoil became 
general. All up and down the street 
there were pushing, shouting and 
stray fighting between the blue police 
and the crowd. The mob drew their 
hidden revolvers and bludgeons and 
a regular attack on the “blue” police 
began. These men, few and scattered 
and unarmed, were soon fighting for 
their lives against overwhelming 
numbers. 

Then came intervention of another 
kind. From the far end of the street 
came the sound of ordered volleys, 
and the crowd began to make desper- 
ate attempte to escape by every pos- 
sible avenue. The people on the gal- 
leries and in the windows saw the 
sun glinting on steel helmets, and 
down the street in regular formation 
came a force of “green” police, who 
were simply the old German army 
under the name of police. They were 
in full war kit with fixed bayonets on 
their rifles, and they fired volleys as 
the came, straight into the close- 
packed mob in the narrow street. The 
mob made little resistance. They had 
a sort of “republican guard’’ armed 
with revolvers who fired a few shots 
at the oncoming soldiers, but the re. 
sult of the fight wae the usual one 
when a_ disciplined body of troops 
meets a disordered mob. 

The crowe broke and fled in every 
direction, .‘ampling one another 
down in their anxiety to escape. 
There were some women and chil- 
dren amongst the crowd and these 
suffered both from the rifle fire and 
the panic. In such narrow éetreets 
the effect of the volleys was inevit- 
ably very severe. One’ Separatist 
fell wounded at the base of the Moltke 
statue just under the watching Brit- 


isher’s window and the mob trampled 
on him as it rushed past. ‘His cries 
were horrible to hear. ” 

The resistance did not last long, 
but the pursuit and punishment did 
not cease with the resistance. The 
“green” police were evidently deter- 
mined to teach the Separatists a tre- 
mendous Jesson, and they did it with 
characteristic German thoroughness 
and brutality. They hunted them like 
rabbits and shot them wherever they 
found them. Sometimes they used the 
bayonets or the clubbed rifles. Close 
to the Ludendorf Strasse there are 
gome public gardens with trees and 
small ornamental ponds of water, and 
to these the mob fled, and amongst 
them the police hunted and shot them. 
Then came another turn in the day’s 
tragedy. The French had anticipated 
trouble and had kept in reserve 
troops in barracks. They now sent 
them out into the streete and cavalry 
and armored cars with machine guns 
came rushing to the scene of the 
fighting. That the French’ were rec- 
ognized as friends by the Separatists 
was proved more or less by the fact 
that cheers from the crowd greeted 
their appearance, and the extraordin- 
ary phenomenon was seen of Ger- 
mans cheering French troops acting 
against German troops in a great Ger- 
man city. The “green” police made 
no resistance to the French. They 
ceased their pursuit of the mob and 
the sound of the firing died away in 
the streets. 

Yet the most horrible part of the 
day’s events was yet to come. The 
French were not content with stop- 
ping the pursuit. Under the eyes of 
the mob who were now beginning to 
creep back from their refuges, they 
compelled the “green” police to give 
up their arme in the street, and then 
left them disarmed, scattered and de- 
fenceless at the mercy of a mob mad 
with rage and terror. In the Luden- 
dorf Strasse a cavalry patrol of 
Frenchmen thus disarmed a “green” 
policeman, a fine looking man with 
many medals on his breast. As soon 
as he was disarmed a dozen or so 
Separatists, creeping up behind the 
cavalry, attacked him with their blud- 
geone. He made a short but hopeless 
fight, and then, covering his face with 
his hands, sank to the ground beneath 
a rain of blows, to be beaten into an 
unrecognizable mass by the cowardly 
brutes who surrounded him. A Brit- 
ish staff officer who watched from one 
of the galleries said later that a more 
horrible sight he had never seen in 
the war. The French cavalry sat on 
their horses and watched the thing 
done with no eign of feeling. A few 
yards further up the street the same 
dreadful scene was almost re-enacted 
but in this case the sight was too 
much for two of the French troops 
and they rode forward and saved the 
“green” policeman before he was 
actually, killed. 

Gradually the fighting ceased. The 
French gathered up the “green” po- 
lice and shut them in their barracks 
outside the city. The “blue” police 
simply disappeared. A city of 35,000 
was left without police protection of 
any kind except what might be fur- 
nished by French military patrols, 
which had no great interest in pro 
tecting German citizenge from _ the'r 
own rabble. 

The Separatists collected towards 
evening and marched back to the sta- 
tion, taking with them some of their 
wounded, but the hospitals of the city 
held more than 600 wounded, and 
there were some 30 dead or dying. 
Broken windows, bullet-pitted walls, 
debris of all kinds strewn in the 
streets were the marks left by Dus- 
seldorf’s red Sunday. 

One final tragedy remained to come. 
After nightfall, when the unnatural, 
anxious stillness had again scettled 
on the city, the old French officer 
came limping down the empty street 
and stopped as usual opposite the 
Moltke statue, to which he began to 
speak. He dwelt on the events of the 
day, congratulated the bronze soldier 
with bitter irony on the success of 
the German soldiers in dealing with 
@ more or less unarmed crowd, and 
expressed hie regret at what he called 
the unfortunate incidents of the lat- 
ter part of the day. It was a repel- 
lent thing to hear this white-haired, 
fine looking old man gloating over 
such things as had been done that 
day, and the listener in the room 
above, who had_ seen all that had 
taken place, felt a shudder of horror 
at the intense and bitter hatred that 
made itself felt through the outwardly 
courteous words. 

Where the shot came from was 
never ascertained. It might have been 
some reckless French patrol which 
fired it, or it might have been some 
still lurking member of the day's moh, 
but in any case the shot was fired 
from further up the street, and the 
old man sank to the ground. There 
was a quick clatter of hooves and a 
French cavalry patrol came down the 
street. They saw him lying on the 
ground and two of them dismounted 
and bent over him. He was very near 
death but when he saw that they were 
French soldiers, he smiled a little and 
put his hand to his breast where the 
bullet had struck him. One of the 
men looked up and called to the ser- 
geant in charge of the patrol: “It is 
the old colonel. They have done for 
him.” The sergeant dismounted and 
hurried over to them. Then he gave 
an order to one of this men to fetch 
an ambulance’ and the man galloped 
away. The old officer tried to raise 
himself, failed and sank back, and in 
a minute the watcher at the window 
above heard one of the troopers say: 
“He is gone. They will pay for this.” 

The ambulance came driving swift- 
ly and with a doctor, but he shook his 
head as eoon as he hhad examined the 
old man. They put him in the ambu.- 
lance and drove away. The troops 
remounted their horses and the patrol 
moved slowly off. The red Sunday of 
Dusseldorf drew to its close. 


TWELVE MONTHS

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A NOVEL TARIFF SUGGESTION 
“Farm and Home,” a Vancouver 
farm paper, in a recent issue made a 
suggestion which seems an unfamil- 
dar one, at least in recent time. This 
is that Canada should be divided into 


divisions— 
Ontario and 


the natural geographical 
the maritime provinces, 
Quebec, the prairie provinces, and 
British Columbia, Each of these 
areas it is suggested should have the 
right to frame its own tariff policy. 
The theory behind the suggestion is 
that the economic interesta of these 
different areas are so conflicting that 
they cannot possibly have a common 
tariff policy, and that ‘the only result 
of the present arrangement is inevit- 
able friction and estrangement. 

It is quite true that there is a con- 
flict of interest between different 
parts of Canada so far as the tariff 
is concerned. That is only too ob- 
vious in all the discussions that take 
place about it. ‘Phe suggested rem- 
edy, however, seems at least likely 
to be worse than the existing disease. 
At present, while the conflict o] inter- 
est existe, the fact that the dominion 
is one whole in tariff matters leads to 
at any rate some occasional comprom- 
ises in practice, some recognition of 
the other section’s viewpoint. If sep- 
arate tariffs were set up for four dif- 
ferent areas in Canada, each area 
would almost inevitably shape its 
tariff policy in its own immediate in- 
terest and with little or no thought 
for the other areas. The result would 
be something like a tariff war which 
could hardly fail to injure all the 
areas by the obstacles and restraints 
which it would impose on the free- 
dom of trade. Most economists 
agree that free trade is the ideal to 
be aimed at, while admitting that pro- 
tection may be necessary at certain 
times, for certain areas, under certain 
conditions. The economic succees of 
the old Austrian empire was largely 
the result of free trade within a large 
territory producing many different 
Products. It is notorious what dif- 
ficulttes and economic. depression 
have reéulted from the breaking up 
of that empire into a number of sep- 
arate states with hostile tariffs. It 
has been the constant endeavor of 
=o the more enlightened statesmen of 
ie the new nations to arrive at tariff 
Ae agreements with one another to per- 

ie mit free trade aa far as possible. The 
same principle was illustrated in the 
Ay case of Scotland and England before 
the union of the parllaments in 1707. 
The removal of the trade restrictions 
between the countries brought much 
increased prosperity, particularly to 
Scotland. The Irish Free State has 
introduced a _ tariff policy against 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
with results that are the very reverse 
of satisfactory. Moreover, tariff bar- 
riers might well tend towards politi- 
cal barriers too. It is possible that 
the prairie provinces, with their own 
tariff policy, might find themselves 
strongly drawn, not to say compelled, 
to arrive at some form of agreement 
i or even union with the United States, 
a which would no doubt be glad enough 
to make it—at a price fixed by the 
United States leaders. One wonders 
if this consideration was in the minds 
a. of those who suggested this new pol- 

iP icy for Canada. 

; The suggestion has been received 
with entire disapproval in some quart- 
ers of Western Canada at least, and it 
is difficult not to believe that the pol- 
icy laid down by it would be a mis- 
a take of a grave kind. Discussions of 
a the difficult tariff problem, like other 

political discuseions, suffer from the 
habitual failure of those taking part 
in them to recognizé that there are 
two sides to every question and a con- 
filct of interest involved in most po- 
litical problems, which are best solved 
on a basis of give and take, and of 
compromise. This suggestion recog- 
nizes the conflict of interest but ap- 
parently believes that compromise is 
3 neither possible nor desirable. Ap- 
j proached in that spirit the tariff ques- 
tion is unlikely to be solved to the 
benefit of Canada as a whole.

E sports are good things In the eyes of 
those who take part in them, though 
ft is rather to be feared that in West- 
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four economic areas corresponding to 


’ 
ern Canada school sports are not as 


well organized or as much played as 
they should be. Then there is also a 
certain amount of unofficial and cas- 
ual sport to lighten the tedium of 
work. It is hardly possible for 30 or 
40 boys and girls to be together in a 
room for hours at a time without some 
incident taking place which can fur- 
nish a good laugh, and a laugh en- 
joyed with a large number of ac 
quaintances is an extra special treat. 
The first day or two of the new term 
are not so bad either. There are 
friends to meet and compare holiday 
notes with. There may be new teach- 
ers to inspect and to weigh in that 
delicate balance of which classes of 
boys and girls are the skilled manipu- 
lators, and which so quickly discovers 
whether anything is wanting in re- 
spect to either knowledge or discip- 
line in the teacher who is being 60 
tested. Then work is not very serious 
for a day or so, and there are usually 
some new books, which at first at any 
rate manage to conceal slightly the 
deadly dullness of their contents un- 
der a fresh and brightly colored ex- 
terior. There may be some new boys 
and girls at the school, and these can 
afford a certain amount of interest, 
though it is believed that the bad old 
custom of treating “the new boy” as 
fair game for all manner of impish 
tricks has largely disappeared. It is 
at the universities, where increasing 
age should have taught both better 
manners and more sense, that the 
freshmen seem to come in for some- 
thing like organized trials. On the 
whole, the modern school has much 
more of attraction and less of dread 
about it for the pupils than the 
schools of a by-gone generation. When 
one reads the old stories of brutal and 
often entirely needless floggings and 
punishments meted out right and left 
to the hapless boys at the mercy of 
masters often cruel almost to the 
verge of madness, one wonders that 
such treatment did not have worse re- 
sults than it seems to have had. If 
the pendulum nowadays has swung 
too far in the opposite direction and 
many boys, and girls too, for that 
matter, might be all the better for 
considerably sterner discipline and 
punishment, still a leaning to the side 
of mercy is on the whole a fault 
which has a good side to it. 

How the teachers view the resump- 
tion of school is not known by experi- 
ence to any but themselves, It is, 
however, shrewdly suspected that their 
joy in the unsealing of the founts of 
knowledge is little greater than thait 
of their pupils. The number of 
teachers who are filled with a divine 
enthusiasm for the imparting of the 
great gift of learning to their dear 
children may be quite large, but the 
members of the noble army are not 
so prominent as those who regard 
their work as most other laborers in 
this earthly vineyard do—something 
that has to be done and done as well 
as possible but not to be regarded as 
a sort of obsession like golf or the 
moving pictures or singing in the vil- 
lage choir. However, the schools are 
open. Long may they flourish.

WAR DEBTS AND PEACE 


It has been announced that, subject 
to the approval of the respective gov- 
ernments, something like an agree- 
ment has been reached between Mr. 
Winston Churchill, British chancellor 
of the exchequer, and M. Caillaux, 
French minister of finance, with re- 
spect to the payment of the French 
war debt to Great Britain. That debt 
je a very large one. It amounts to 
over six hundred million pounds ster- 
ling or approximately three thousand 
million dollars. The suggested 
agreement provides for payment by 
yearly installments spread over 62 
years with interest at the rate of only 
two per cent per annum. From the 
British standpoint it is a poor enough 
settlement. Britain is getting noth- 
ing like what she is paying the United 
States so far as the interest rate is 
concerned, and the yearly instal- 
ments are also much less. Neverthe- 
less, it seems that as far as Britain 
is concerned, the agreement will be 
approved on the principle tthat half a 
loaf is better than no bread. France 
is recognized to be perilously near 2 
complete financial breakdown in 
which her franc might go the way of 
the old German mark, and in France 
a financial panic might have even 
more serious results in the way of 
political disturbance than did the 
financial breakdown in the case of 
the more disciplined and docile Ger- 
mans. France is not yet as heavily 
taxed as Great Britain. If her gov- 
ernments had had the courage to im- 
pose taxation and reduce expenditure 
in the way Great Britain has done, 
she could not now be in such a pre: 


carious position. She can if she 
chooses pay her way, but there have 
been many indications from quite 


high quarters that she regards the 
paying of her way without enthusi- 
asm. The brohd and easy path of de- 
nunciation of foreign debts on the 
ground of fancied “moral considera- 
tion” has presented considerable at- 
tractions to her. The settlement made 
with Great Britain is said to have the 
condition attached to it that no more 
favorable ‘terms of settlement shall 
be given the United States by France 
than have been” given under this 
agreement to Britain. Whether the 
United States is willing to he equally 
generous remains to be seen. She 
can afford generosity much more than 
Britain can. For the sake of the 
general settlement of these persistent 
war questions and the restoration of 
something like settled economic con- 
ditions all over the world, it ig to be 


, hoped that she will be generous. 


At the same time comes an ‘an: 
nouncement that France and the 
other allied powers have invited Ger- 
many ‘to a conference at which an ef- 
fort will be made to settle all out- 
@tanding questions and embody the 
agreement reached in one comprehen- 
sive treaty aiming at the assurance of 
continuing peace in Europe. It is a 
wise and hopeful proposal. It is earn- 
estly to be désired that it will have 
completely successful results, but it 
will not be an easy thing to carry out 
the proposal. For the allies it is 
comparatively easy to say that the 
present territorial arrangements shall 
be regarded as permanently settled, 
and that no one shall attach anyone 
else. They are victorious. They are 
in possession of great empires. Their 
frontiers are more or less what they 
have desired for long past. What of 
Germany? Here is a great and grow- 
ing nation which for nearly 50 years 
lived in the light of a great imperial 
dream of world power. She has now 
neither colonies nor power. Her navy 
is a wholly second-class thing. 
army and air force are ‘heavily fet- 
tered and restricted. Her home fron- 
tiers have been forcibly contracted 
not only to restore Alsace-Lorraine to 
France and Schleswig to Denmark, 
but even more seriously to ‘restore 
Poland to life and tto the possibility 
of growing power. Can Germany 
make a genuine whole-hearted and 
sincere treaty to accept such a situa- 
tion permanently? If not, at whose 
expense is she to recelye compensa- 
tion? 
Poland will hear of surrendering the 
newly-restored _ territory. 
possessions can hardly be given to 
Germany except at the expense of 
Britain and France, or by giving Ger- 
many a free hand to acquire them 
forcibly from some weak country like 
Portugal, which is wholly unlikely to 
be done. South America is a tempt- 
ing field of expansion for Germany 
but the United States with its Mun- 
roe doctrine bars the way. If this 
proposed conference is to result in 
success there will have to be some 
statesmanlike vision and generosity 
on more sides than one. It will be 
highly interesting to see the outcome.

ROMANCE IN AN 
UNLIKELY QUARTER 


A CORNER OF RED DEER WHICH 
HOLDS HISTORY WITHIN 
ITS WALLS 


The liquor vendor's store in Red 
Deer is regarded by different people 
with different eyes. To some it is the 
abode of embottled wickedness. Its 
shelves bear to ‘them the aspect of 
the serried ranks of evil drawn up 
for war upon the virtue of the world 
without. To others an almost con- 
trary impression Is conveyed. They 
look upon the place as a focus point 
of concentrated bliss, of imprisoned 
sunshine, laughter and good fellow- 
ship. To a third section of the com- 
munity it is just the liquor vendor's 
store where one can buy stimulants 
for emergencies just as one can buy 
medicines at the drug store—‘only 
that and nothing more,” as  Poe’s 
“Raven” says. 

There is yet another aspect of the 
store. which perhaps is suggested to 
comparatively few. It is the aspect of 
history, of romance and of travel. 
Here is a stout short bottle contain- 
ing a liquor officially named Dram- 
buie, which is a corruption of the 
Gaelic ‘words, an dram_ buideach, 
which means “the drink that satis- 
fies,” and on its label one can read 
that the recipe for its making was 
brought over to Scotland from France 
in 1745 by a follower of the romantic 
and ill-fated Bonnie Prince Charlie, 
the last of the Stuart princes to play 
any part in the eye of the worid. Since 
that far-off day the secret of its manu- 
facture has remained with one family 
in the western Highlands of Scotland 
and that manufacture has been car- 
ried on uninterruptedly by successive 
generations. Those who know the 
story of the ’45 and have a little 
imagination can picture for them. 
selves something of this story. The 
prince landed on the bleak, desolate 
and barren islands of the west coast 
of Scotland with little or nothing in 
the way of supplies. His first mea! 
in Scotland consisted of a few flound 
ers caught in the shallow water of 
the beach of Eriskay and cooked in 
a wretched hut without a window anc 
filled with the smoke of the peat Ifire 
Later when the tragedy of Culloder 
had ruined his hopes for ever and hr 
was a hunted fugifive in the islands 
often with neither food nor shelter. 
it is said that he and his few devotec 
followers had only a little whisky tc 
keep themselves alive on. Was it 
then that “Dram buie” first was man- 
ufactured in Scotland, and are thes: 
short stout bottles among the few 
surviving relics of a lost cause? One 
wonders. 

“It is a far cry from Loch Awe" 
and the Scottish Highlands to Tient 
sin on the Chinese coast, but Tientsin 
also sends its corked emissaries to 
Red Deer in the form of certain 
quaintly named whiskys. Ng Ka Py 
Mui Kwe Lu, Ngor Mi are their 
names and they all claim one Wing 
Lee Wai of Tientsin and Hong Kong 
as the author of their being. What 
manner of person is Wing Lee Wai 
and what “ways that are dark ane 
tricks that are strange’”’ went to th: 
making of this drink for the undoing 
of persons who he no doubt regard 
as ‘foreign devils” and would fai) 
gee cast utterly out of China and 
brought down to confusion? 

From the hunted fugitive in the 
Highland heather and the almond- 
eyed gentleman in Tientsin, one is next 
carried to the untroubled: atmosphere 
of a medieval monastery. “Anti- 
quorum Monachorum Benedictine. 
Abbatiae Fiseanensis,” says the labe’ 
of the ancient liqueur made at Fe- 
camp in France, and the rolling son 
orous Latin words, not above suspic- 
ion as to their authentic Latinity but 
still wearing the outward garb there- 
of, call up a vision of old-time monks 
chanting their matins before going 
out to work in leisurely fashion in the 
peaceful monastery grounds, and 
guarding the secret of their alluring 
beverage through all the stormy years 
of France's troubled history. 

There is an echo of the thundering 
guns of the late war quivering in th, 
air around the bottle of Hennessey’: 
cognac, for the worthy and wealthy 
Hennessey had a chateau on the hill 
overlooking Messines and the battery 
in which Major Lister, the present 
liquor vendor, served with such dié 
tinction, duly and thoroughly com- 
pleted the destruction of that chateau 
in the course of one of the great fights 
for the Messines ridge. 

Then there is a suggestion of sunny 
vineclad hillslopes in the bottles of 
muscatel wine from Piedmont in 
northern Italy. There is a sober pipe 
smoking stolidity about the earthen- 
ware gin filled jar from Amsterdam 
There is a hint of tragedy in the label 
of a sherry brandy bottle from Den- 
mark's capital of Copenhagen, which 
states that the manufacturer was 
purveyor to “the former Emperor of 
Russia.” These few words recall the 
dreadful scene at Ekaterinburg when 
the Lettish soldiers, on the command 
of Moscow's Bolshevists, dragged the 
Caar, his Czarina and all their chil: 
dren to the cellar of their prison 
house and there shot them to death 
There is a bogus aspect of age about 
the label of “Ye Ancient Highland 
Malt Liqueur Whisky” ascribed to one 
Sandy Macdonald, and therelis an 
unusually commonplace and ‘unattrac- 
tive appearance about some bottles of 
Roderick Dhu whisky, which look 
like Yorkshire relish, and if placed 
alongside bottles of that innocent con-

coction on a restaurant table, might 
stand untouched even by the thirst- 
fest of anti-prohibition souls dining 
at the table. Spain of the bull fights 
and mantilla-clad senoritas; Portugal, 
“where the revolutions come from,” 
also contribute their quota to the bur- 
den of the shelves. It is an interna- 
tional army ‘in a very wide sense 
which confronts the champions of 
complete prohibition, and yet an army 
whose capacity for destruction seems 
largely to have been curbed by the 
present Liquor Act, the effect of 
which has been to put an end to most 
of the illicit manufacture and sale of 
alcoholic drinks without increasing 
the lawful consumption of them, 
while the abnormal and unhealthy at- 
tention given to the subject has en- 
tirely disappeared. It is therefore 
possible to write of these inmates of 
the vendor’s guarded den as of fierce 
beasts whose claws have been cut 
and whose savage tempers have been 
more or less broken.

There seems to. be considerabl2 
doubt as to the wisdom of the domin- 
ion government's action in sending 
buffalo from the Wainwright park up 
to the north to the great new reserve 
where the herd of wood buffalo al- 
ready are. Some suggest that the 
plains buffalo, after living all their 
lives in the half-artificial conditions 
of Wainwright, will not be able to 
fend for themselves in the far north. 
It is also said that already they are 
beginning to try to return south :n 
small parties. Others say that seeing 
that there is a good herd of wood buf- 
falo already in the north, which seems 
to be increasing in numbers steadily, 
it was a mistake to send buffalo of 
another and somewhat smaller, less 
robust type, into the northern reserve 
A flatly contradictory view is taken 
by government representatives. It 
appears, however, to be true ‘hat or- 
ders have been sent from Ottawa to 
Wainwright to stop all further ship- 
ment of buffalo to the north, which 
seems to point to some doubts as to 
the wisdom of the policy. In any 
event it seems likely to be an inter- 
esting experiment. One of the men 
who took part in the transportation 
of the buffalo to the north informed 
us recently that he found the job a 
distinctly dull one, as the buffalo 
seemed to be sullenly lifeless, anid 
most difficult to do anything with. No 
doubt the whole journey was to the 
beasts a most puzzling and daunting 
experience. Further reports as to 
what happens to them will be worth 
watching.

Returns received at Ottawa show 
that’ the sowing of spring wheat in 
the provinces named was generally a 
little earlier this year than in 1924, 
Alberta excepted. In Quebec April 
11 as against April 15; in Ontario, 
March 28 against April 12; in Mani- 
toba March 30 against April 5; Sask- 
atchewan, April 1 against April 10; 
in Alberta April 6 against April 1, 
and British Columbia, April 1. In 
some districts in Alberta surface 
water delayed sowing. Germination 
was slow owing to the cold nights, 
the average being about 13 days. 

The earliest dates of appearance 
above ground this year were: Quebec,. 
April 24; Ontario, April 14; Manitoba, 
April 10; Saskatchewan, April 15; 
Alberta, April 12; British Columbia, 
April.7.

of Canada other than Alberta and 
Saskatchewan: , 

Manitoba District—Rain has inter- 
fered with harveating but some points 
report cytting almost finished. Yields 
and grades will vary greatly in dif- 
ferent localities owing to damage 
from rust. 

Province of Quebec—The hay crop 
has proved to be much. larger than 
usual but lower quality is reported 
éwing to excessive rains. Barley and 
oats are being harvested and a heavy 
yield of both grain and straw is as- 
sured, Corn has benefited by warm 
weather but will not measure up to 
average. The potato prospects are 
good but rot is reported in low sec- 
tions. Tobacco is fast ripening. Cut- 
ting has commenced and the quality is 
reported as excellent. Im the north- 
ern districts hail and rain have caus- 
ed some damage. 

Province of -Ontario—Farmers are 
busy with threshing and fall plough- 
ing. Fall wheat, barley and oats are 
yielding well above the average. 
Weather conditions ideal for corn, 
which has made splendid growth. 
Root crops are good. Winter apples 
and pears are reported exceptionally 
good. Pastures and fall wheat lande 
require rain. 

Maritime Provinces—New Bruns- 
wick: Weather conditions somewhat 
improved but haying not yet com- 
pleted. Potato prospects good. Early 
Cobblers are befng dug, yielding about 
70 barrels per acre. Nova “Scotia: 
Recent fine weather beneficial and 
prospects good except for apples 
which are only fair, due to excessive 
rains during the early summer, but 
fruit is coloring well. Prince Edward 
Island: Crop conditions generally 
good. Potato blight reported in some 
sections but damage not serious. 

Province of British Columbia— 
Threshing general. Wheat and oats 
above average in Nicola Valley. 
Roots, potatoes and other vegetables 
wilt not be up to average owing to 
long drought. Tomatoes good crop. 
Hops good average. Okanagan apple 
estimate increased to 60 per cent of 
average. All fruit sizing and color- 
ing well and of good quality gener- 
ally. Pears 15 percent of average 
crop; plums and prunes 30 per cent.

GENERAL DEFINITION 
OF GATTLE GRADES

Dressing per- 
centage 58 to 60 per cent. 

Good to Choice Steers—Well-finish- 
ed steers, same specification as above 
but not quite as smooth. Must be 
good colors. Dressing percentage 65 
to 58 per cent. 

Medium to Good Steers—Fairly 
well-fidished, good colors, weighing 
around 1,000 to 1,300 lbs. Dressing 
percentage 53 to 55 per cent. 

Common Butcher ‘Steers—Steers 
that carry a certain amount of kill, 
off colors, horned and sometimes de. 
horned, showing lack of breeding, 
which denotes inferior quality and 
poor cuts of meat. - Dressing percent- 
age 45 to 50 per cent.

drop of 20 feet. ‘Mr. Thorkman 
jumped as the car went over but was 
shot over the embankment. He es- 
caped, however, without injury. The 
car struck the bottom with the front 
wheels astride of the corrugated iron 
culvert and turned over.
